Exploiting the Taxpayer 
This column yesterday pointed 
out that Missouri’s State Industr- 
powers undoubtedly never intended 
by the members of the General 
Assembly w'hen they passed the 
state's so called “ prevailing wag<j” 
iawx This law which calls for crafts­ 
men to receive “ prevailing wages' 
on all public works 
projects, 
i s 
now being widely - and wildly - 
interpreted by the members of the 
industrial commission. 
A recent regulati n of the com­ 
mission 
places 
responsibility #or 
compliance with the 
law on the 
shoulders of the affected p u b l i c 
body, even if the public body ent- 
ers into 
direct contract fof the 
public wmrks. This is an admini­ 
strative ruling, which 
has 
t h e 
effect of law, but we d e fy a n v- 
one to find this regulation in th e 
orginally-Written law passed 
by 
the last legislature. 


A commission ruling may place 
munieinalitiei counties, and coun­ 
ty road districts which use 
their 
own employees for construction of 
lesser public works projects under 
the provisions of the new law. The 
law defines “ ouK1ir •'•nrk<'“ broad­ 
ly as meaning 
“ all 
fixed 
w-orks 
constructed for public use” exceot 
utilities and drainage district pro­ 
jects. 
It 
specifies 
no monetary 
standards. 
Thus, wages paid for construct­ 
ion of the smallest of structures 
for a municioalitr or other public 
body must comply with the law 
This could be construed to mean 
even c-uch projects as small stor­ 
age sheds, public park pavilions 
and similar facilities, unless these^. 
could be proved to be maintenance 
projects. 
Maintenance of public buildings 
and other public works does n o t 
come under jurisdiction of the law 
at least not yet.

forced to accept a double standard 
of wages.

Exploiting the Taxpayer 
This column yesterday pointed 
out that Missouri’s State Industr- 
powers undoubtedly never intended 
by the members of the General 
Assembly when they passed the 
state’s so called "prevailing wag**" 
law. This law which calls for crafts­ 
men to receive "prevailing w ages’ 
on all public works 
projects, 
i s 
now being widely - and wildly - 
interpreted bv the members of the 
industrial commission. 
A recent regulate n of the com­ 
mission 
places 
responsibility Air 
compliance with the 
law on the 
shoulders of th#* affected p u b I i e 
body, even if the public body ent­ 
ers HUO 
public works. This is an 
admini­ 
strative ruling, which 
has 
t h e 
effect of law. but we defy a n v- 
one to find this regulation in t h e 
orginally-Written law- passed 
b y 
the last legislature. 
A commission ruling may place 
municipalities counties, and coun­ 
ty road districts w’hich use their 
own em ployees for construction of 
lesser public wmrks projects under 
the provisions of the new' law. The 
law defines "nuMic '”nrks” broad- 
lv as meaning "all 
fixed 
works 
constructed for public use" except 
utilities and drainage district pro­ 
jects. 
It 
specifies 
no 
monetary 
standards 
Thus, wages paid for construct­ 
ion of the smallest of structures 
for a municipality or other public 
body must comply w'ith the law 
This could be construed to mean 
even such projects as small stor­ 
age sheds, public park pavilions 
and sim ilar facilities, unless these, 
could be proved to be maintenance 
projects. 
Maintenance of public buildings 
and other public works does n o t 
come under jurisdiction of the law 
at least not yet. But cities a n d 
other units w'hich make a practice 
of 
utilizing 
emnloyees 
on 
bo*h 
maintenance and 
inor construc­ 
tion work 
mav 
find 
themselves 
forced to accept a double standard 
of wages. 
This is ouitc an outgrowth from 
a small hill w hioh was "sold” t o 
the legislature on 
the 
argument 
that it tvould prevent exploitation 
of labor.

If cows have any pride, t h e r e 
should be some very proud great- 
great great grandmothers in the 
dairy herds scattered around the 
country.

Of course, not all cows come up 
to one of the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture’s own cows named Algedo 
Olive, who produced almost 12,000 
quarts of milk containing butter­ 
fat enough to make about 1380 lbs 
of butter last year. That product­ 
ion was a new world record f o r 


Holstein cows four years old. Al- 
godo Olive is outstanding, but her 
performance serves to dram atize 
the point that cows are getting be­ 
tter. Since there’s a new generat­ 
ion of dairy cows every two o r 
three years, there are a good many 
mothers in the nation’s dairy herds 
who can beam with pride on the 
accomplishments of their descen 
dants.

cows as there were a few years 
ago, but with each cow producing 
more milk, our nation’s milk sup­ 
ply last year reached a new r e- 
cord of about 127 billion pounds of 
milk. We didn't drink or eat a 11 
that milk, because the Department 
of Agriculture had to buy over a 
billion pounds of surplus buttei, 
cheese and dry skim milk. 
At any time of the year, milk is 
plentiful, and one of the cheapest 
foods you can buy.
